FOB COMMAND STAFF NOTIFICATIONS 

L PURPOSE 

The purpose of this order is to formalize the FOB Command Staff notifications. 

II. POLICY 

In addition to the required notifications as per Department General Order 8.01, Field 
Operations Bureau Command Staff shall be notified in the following situations: 

1. Whenever an officer is injured, on or off duty, and requires medical attention at 
MEH or any other hospital 

2. Whenever an officer discharges his/her firearm, whether on or off duty 

3. Whenever an officer experiences a death in his/her family 

4. All homicides 

5. All shootings 

6. Any serious gang incident 

7. Any incidents involving significant bystander response to police action 

8. Whenever a supervisory officer feels an incident is of such consequence that it 
merits notification 

Notifications shall be made to Field Operations Bureau during business hours at 415-553- 
1527. After normal business hours, in addition to notifying Operations Center, contact 
the Command Staff directly using the contact numbers as listed in the Command Staff 
directory, to ensure that the proper notifications have been made.

CRIME SCENE LOG 


I. POLICY 

A. OFFICERS’ RESPONSIBILITIES. Once it has been determined that a crime 
scene must be protected, the officer first entering the scene shall initiate a 
Crime Scene Log (SFPD 28). The log shall be maintained until all personnel 
have left and containment ends. 

B. WHEN. The log shall be used at: 

1. All homicide scenes. 

2. All scenes of an officer-involved shooting 

3. Any crime scene or non-crime scene (e.g., explosions, major fires, 
accidents) that, in the opinion of the investigating officer or his/her 
superior, requires isolation for the purpose of investigation. 

C. ACCESS, CONTROL AND IDENTIFICATION. Access to the crime scene 
shall be limited to persons performing specific investigative or emergency 
functions. Everyone entering the crime scene or known to have entered the 
crime scene shall be identified on the log. 

D. ROUTING AND HANDLING. After the crime scene has been secured, the log 
should be given to the assigned inspector or attached to the incident report.

Crime Scene Management 


Members arc reminded of Department General Order 6.01 section I.C. which states, "Access to 
the crime scene shall be limited to persons performing specific investigative or emergency 
functions." The senior ranking member at a crime scene is responsible for enforcing this policy 
and shall not allow personnel without a specific investigative or emergency function to either 
enter or remain in a crime scene when their presence is not required (e.g., the scene is deemed 
secure). 

The senior ranking member in patrol shall relinquish command of a crime scene upon arrival and 
briefing of the senior ranking member assigned to Investigations (e.g., Station Investigations Team, 
Homicide, Gang Task Force, Night Investigation Unit, SVU, etc.). Patrol members shall serve as a 
resource to the Investigators in charge. The senior ranking member assigned to Investigations, who 
has taken charge of a crime scene, is responsible for ensuring that personnel without a specific 
investigative or emergency function do not enter into or remain at a crime scene.

DEFINITION CHANGES RELATED TO DGOs 3.10 and 8.11 

(Supersedes Department Bulletin 12-271) 

The definitions of Officer-Involved Shootings (OIS) and Officer-Involved Discharges (OID) in 
Department General Orders (DGO) 3.10 and 8.11 are amended as follows: 

OFFICER-INVOLVED SHOOTING. An officer-involved shooting is any of the following: 

1. An officer's intentional discharge of a firearm at a person or an object; or 

2. An officer’s unintentional discharge that results in the physical injury or death of a 


person. 


This OIS definition does not include discharges at an approved range that do not result 
in the physical injury or death of a person or discharges during lawful recreational 
activity that do not result in the physical injury or death of a person. 

OFFICER-INVOLVED DISCHARGE. An officer-involved discharge is any of the following: 


1. An officer’s unintentional discharge that does not cause physical injury or death to a 


person; 

2. An officer’s intentional discharge to signal for help; or 

3. An officer's intentional discharge to kill a dangerous animal or to remove an animal 



from further suffering. 


These changes will be incorporated into forthcoming revisions of DGOs 3.10 and 8.11 and 


related general orders, department bulletins, bureau general orders, manuals, and roll call training 
bulletins.

Firearm Discharge Review Board: 

Addition of Commanding Officer of the Training Division as an Advisory 
Member of the Firearm Discharge Review Board 

(Amends portions of DGO 3.10) 


Officer Involved Shootings (OIS) are low frequency, high risk events that dramatically impact 
the involved members and the Department. 

As established in Department General Order 3.10, Firearm Discharge Review Board, the 
criminal and investigative findings of OIS investigations are presented for executive review to 
the Firearm Discharge Review Board. DGO 3.10, Section I.C.l, identifies the composition of 
the FDRB, specifying specific attendees as non-voting Advisory board members. 

Because every OIS presents an opportunity to evaluate and learn, the Commanding Officer of the 
Training Division shall be added to the members comprising the FDRB as an advisory member.

Attend Brady Meetings as a representative of the Legal Division when Lieutenant is not available to 
respond 

Act as liaison between the City Attorney's Office and the Police Department 
Interact with public on wide variety of public records and information requests 


This assignment requires an eight hour workday, 0900 to 1700 hours, Monday through Friday with start times 
subject to change from time to time depending on the needs of the Department. This assignment will be a two 
year commitment. 


Minimum Qualifications: 

• Must hold the rank of Q50, Q51, or Q52 

• Excellent written and verbal communication skills 

• Excellent organizational and time management skills 

• Positive role model, as reflected by supervisory recommendations and personnel history

Response to Video Recovery Request 


Members of Crime Scene Investigations / Multi-Media Evidence Unit (CSI/MEU) are 
available and will respond to recover video evidence for major crimes, critical incidents 


and major events which include but are not limited to Homicides, Officer Involved 


Shootings, Fatal Hit and Runs. The MEU is available to recover video Monday through 
Friday during normal business hours. The CSI/MEU phone number is 553-1164. 

In addition to the CSI/MEU members, the department has & cadre of Video Retrieval 
Forensic Team (VRFT) members. These members are sworn officers who have attended 
a two day video recovery course and are certified in retrieving video evidence. These 
members are deployed throughout the department and are assigned to district stations to 
handle video retrievals for cases assigned to a Station Investigative Team (SIT). These 
members have access to tools (Video Kit) and possess knowledge and skills to recover 
video evidence. 

The video retrieval trained members are identified in HRMS and a report identifying 
these on-duty members can be produced by going to SFPD Scheduling, Reports, Special 
Skills Working (VRFT). VRFT can respond city wide to assist in the collection of video 
evidence. 

In all cases, officers shall canvass the immediate crime area as well as the ingress and 
egress routes for video cameras and systems. This canvassing will assist in the video 
retrieval process. Canvassing forms as well as other video retrieval related worksheets 
and forms are available in the Recovered Video evidence folder. Officers shall note in the 
incident report the findings of the canvassing including who conducted the canvassing 
and whether or not cameras/videos were located. 

Members requiring video clarification of any recovered digital video evidence must 
submit the SFPD 64a request form to the Multi-media Evidence Unit (MEU), HOJ, 

Room 414.
